A. Mey er, a w ealthy attorney here. 
The affair was dram atic in all particu­ 
lars, as it occurred in front of the 
post office before a large num ber of 
people. 
Tay lor was standing in front of the 
post office when 
he saw M ey er ap­ 
proaching on the opposite side of the 
street. 
He ran over and called Mey er 
to one side and assaulted him. 
Mey ­ 
er fell to the ground under the rain of 
blows, but recovered him self imjmedl- 
ately and began shooting. 
The first 
shot went wild, but the second took 
effect in T ay lor’s chest. 
As the latter 
ran Mey er fired a third shot which 
pierced Tay lor’s back and caused in­ 
stant death. 
T ay lor’s troubles have been legion 
of late. 
L is hostility toward Mey er 
was caused by the activity of the latter 
in acting attorney » or T ay lor’s wife, 
who recently sued for divorce. 
L ater 
he was fined in police court for gam 
bling and some tim e ago he was ex ­ 
pelled from the city council. 
M ey er’s 
condition Is serious. 
He has surren­ 
dered to the police and will enter a 
pi« » of self-defense when arraigned.

law on 
crim inal code provides in effect th a t 
no farm er can tak e a dead hog to the 
bone facto ry —of course it is not called 
a bone factory in the bill, but th a t is 
w hat is m eant—a t least the public 
road is not to be used for th a t purpose. 
The penalty for such use —o r m isuse 
—of the road is a fine ranging from 
$10 to $500, to w hich m ay be added 
six m onths in ja il—and all for hauling 
pork ers’ carcass to the bone factory . 
It is w hispered th a t th is is done to 
nphlod the d ig nity of 
the pork er, 
w hich in life and health is cultivated 
by the frugal farm er for better ends. 
T here are tw o provisions th at effect 
this result. 
The first is a prohibition, 
w ith penalties, for hauling diseased 
h o g s; the second m akes the hauling 
of 
any doad hog 
to the boney ard 
prim a facie evid ence'th at the anim al 
is d iseased; therefore, 
any one th a t 
hauls a dead hog, hauls a diseased hog 
and is liable to the penalty .

Five or six hours later a paf- 
ty of eleven rescuer« entered Rush 
Run m ines to locate the dead. 
They 
had, probably gone back 2,000 feet 
when the second ex plosion occurred, 
and It Is positively known that all are 
dead, as there is no possible c~.ince 
for their escape. 
A fter the nrst ex ­ 
plosion 
m iners 
from 
neighboring 
m ines rushed to the ill-fated mine in 
an effort to save th eir eom rades. 
On account of gas it was considered 
unsafe to enter the mine Sunday , but 
today eight old and ex perience« ! m iners 
with safety lam ps entered to close up 
some of the entries so th a t fresh air 
can be forced into the mine 
The res­ 
cuers had gone about 2.000 feet into 
the mine when the second ex plosion 
occurred, or-less than half the distance 
to where the m iners nad been working 
when 
the 
first 
ex plosion 
occurred. 
T he Red Ash mine has been closed up 
and will rem ain so until the Rush 
Run mine can be ex plored. The mines 
connect together in four places by coal 
being cut through, being under the 
sam e m anagem ent.

Should J a pa n then a ttempt to Impose 
too onerous conditions, these influen­ 
ces a rgue tha t in view of the universa l 
wish to see the bloody conflict ended, 
Russia ’s position will be strengthened 
a broa d by the a liena tion of sympa thy 
from J a pa n a nd the situa tion a t home 
improved when the na tion is ma de to 
underst: a d tha t the emperor's pa cific 
proposa ls ha ve been met with impos­ 
sible terms. 
One of the emperor’s 
ministers sa id: 
“ We ha ve suffered 
bitter defea t on la nd a nd sea . We ca n, 
however, still continue the wa r.

J a pa n ma y con­ 
sider the time propitious, on a ccount 
of the situa tion in Europea n Russia , 
to try a nd crush us.
